Nimdufly of opinion, that fach an alteration will be highly 
detrimental to farming in this part of the country.—To ufe 
broad wheelled carriages in any cafe, will be attended with 
pieat difadvantage, and in fme cafes next to impoffible.— 
It will effe€tually put a ftop to the ufing of fingle horfe carts 
in hufbandry-work, one of the greateft improvements that 
has been introduced for leffening the expence of carriage.—
